As in Gettysburg so in the greut cities 


trees and Christmas decorations have 
been lining tbe sidewalks. A dispatch 
to the Philadelphia Kccmil from Bangor, 
Me., 8»JB: 


Tbe annual harvest of Christmas trees 


in Maine is on, and until December 20 
sapling flr trees frcm 6 to 20 feet in 
height will be shipped in great, quantities 
to wholesale dealers in New York, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia. Maine fuinlsbes 
most of the Ctultt'nas trees used in the 
eastern part of tbe country, and this 
year's crop will consist of about 1;OUO,- 
000 trees. 
To supply tbe trade, about 1000 acres 


of woodland mast be gcna over. The 
buyers pay three to live cents each for 
tbe small trees and 15 to 35 cents each 
for tbe larger ones, delivered at railrnad 
station or steamboat wharf, and after 
paying freight and other charges to dea 
UnatloD they realize about 2S per cent. 
net profit. The crop will be worth about 
J100,000 to the people of Maine this year,

on Old-Fashioned Vest Pocket Lines— 


With Guarantee of Seciecy

NEW OXFORD, Wednesday, Dec. IT 


—Caused by some mysterious origin, flnj 
last 
night destroyed the handsome 


Western Maryland station built about 
ten yeuro ago at a cost of ft! 000. It la 
thought thai the tire was started by an 
electric current I'rotn either a HaiiOfer 
or a Gettysburg electric light wire which 
may have fallen across the telegraph 
wlrea aud in thla way conducted tbe 
strong current iuto the New Oxford of- 
fice. 


All the contents of tbe station were 


burned along with a trunk belonging to 
George Snyder, a student of dentiatry at 
Baltimore. The trunk contained atnOEg 
other things some valuable Instrument*. 
Agent Charles Robert's pat doe Dawuy 
met bis death in the Ilitnes. 


It Is not known how long tbe fire bad 


been burning but it was not discovered 
until 12 40 a. m. William Kohler, who 
lives on the opposite side of tbe railroad 
and statiou, gave tbe alarm. When be 
discovered the fire part ot the white pins . 
roof was ablaze. When he reached the 
building the fire bad gained such bead- 
way that he was unable to remove even 
a truck from tbe platform. Owing to 
the midnight hour most persona were 
sound asleep and slow in responding to 
the alarm. 


The station \va» considered one of the 


most beautiful along the line of tbe 
Western Maij-land. It was built with 
yellow ,)iue trimmings, on the outside 
anil insule. The extension of the roof 
ovar the platform around tbe structure 
being of this mUarnabie ma'.eiial and 
fanned by the slrong westerly wind 
blowing at that time, burned fiercely. 
The roof of tbe building had fallen 
before tlie firemen were able to reach 
it with water, and in less than half au 
hour tlie building was in asbes. There 
bJingnn safe m I lie building all the books 
and papeis of the company were >!e- 
stroyed.

of that region, he devoted much timetu tl e 
burning of !im», which was said to ba\e 
been the beet in quality of any in that 
region. Later he returned to Hanover, 
wbcre he resided until hie death. 


In 1877 aud 1878 be served a* chief 


burgess of that borough and waa tor 
many years a member o! tho town coun- 
cil. 


Early in life he served in two military 


companies, which frequently appeared at 
the encampments held in York fifty yean 
ago. 


Mr Uarnit/ recalled with an interesting 


memory early presidential elections. 
Be 


remembered with vividness tbe presiden- 
tial campaign of 1842, when John Quinoy 
Adams was elected. He cast bis first vote 
for the Wing canditate for president in 
1836, during which campaign Martin V>n 
Buren, tbe Democratic cand, late, wan 
elected.

Win;; party he alway voted for tti candi- 
dates. He afterwards became a Republi- 
can 
He never failed to attend tbe polla 


of any election until tbe last one held in 
November of tbis year, when he wae too 
ill to KO.

Wiih the aid of hooks they 
grappled lor the body and brought it to 
a point where Mr. Plank with rope around 
him was let down and was able to grasp 
the body. It was nearly twelve o'clock 
when the body was finally rescued having 
been nearly six hours in tbe water. Tbe 
work of the rescue was made difficult and 
dangerous by tbe ledge ol ice all around 
the opening of the well. When the well 
was built several yearb ago, a ^substantial 
covering was placed over it. Ground was 
dug away for two feet deep around the 
well. 
On this ledge of shale a covering 


was built of broatl stones and two inch 
plank. Then tbe earth was substantially 
packed in over this roof leaving it appar- 
ently as strong aa possible. That it was 
strong is shown by the fact that William 
Adams, the son of tbe caretakei of the 
Seminary grounds, mowed tbe grasa im- 
mediately above tbe pool with a two-horse 
mower late in October. 


Calvin Gilbert, the letter carrier who 


serves tbe people in that part of town 
says that he noticed a small opening in 
tne ground in that place about tbe middle 
of November.

NATIVE ANIMALS EXIST WHERE THE PURE 


BREEDS STARVE. 


A Study ol the Effects ol Grain And Abundant 


Paiiu. i In Maintaining Efficiency 


ol Stock. 


Before securing pure-bred stock tha 


ralua o! the pasture must be taken into 
consideration. Poor pastures make poor 
stock, no matter how careful the breeder 
may be. It will not do to endeavor to 
bring the stock or herd up by breeding 
unless all the conditions are favorable. 
Tha razor-back hog is the result of poor 
feeding, and though man compelled the 
animal to resort to scanty herbage, nature 
fitted him for tha purpose by gradually 
changing his form, thus adapting him to 
tha surroundings. We tb.ua know tha' 
climate, soil and the growtu indigenous 
thereto, are important factors to be taken 
into the account, and in the breeding of 
live stock we should consider well ae to 
what we need before making the effort. 


The Cotswold sheep, so famous [or ila 


long combing fleece, has been bred to a 
large size. In securing size it has been 
led on rich pastures, whera everything 
favorable for improvement has been in its 
favor, and it ha.- never retrograded dur- 
ing a single period, bat progressed with 
out difficulty. 
Hence if the Cotswold is 


to be an agent tor improving the common 
flock we must take a look over the feeding 
grounds. The lambs from the cross will 
be nsbarail mto tbs world with the com- 
bined characteristics of both sire and 
dam. The ewes must give a greater sup- 
ply of milk for the lambs will grow fast, 
and after they are weaned the pastures 
must be the best, in order to supply the 
demands. 


So with tha cattle. The native oow can 


exist where the pure-bred anrmal starves, 
but this 13 bacauas she is not required by 
nature to 
food into 
dwarfed her milling qualities, and this 
iiiC beeu handed clown from ancestry: 
.Scanty herbage will not do. The change 
(a upward, and the conditions must be 
changed to suit the demand of the ani- 
mal. The Berkshire hog would starve to 
death if he were compelled to compete 
with the landpike variety. Ua could not 
exist under the same conditions, for ha has 
been bred away from that sphere, and hu is 
of no use unless adapted to the place which 
is to ba his habitation. 


As man 1ms adapted different animals 


to different uses, it doss not infer that 
they ar« not subject to natural laws. Ou 
the contrary, tha subjection ia more com- 
plete than bslore, and aa man has been 
the foster agent in changing the character 
istica of most domestic animals, so muet 
&he hand of man bsevar ready to render 
that assistance so essential to their well- 
twing. The [nature, shelter and care must 
be suitable for the accomplishment of the 
purpose desiroil, and no neglect can be 
allowed. Not only must the utmost cure 
ba taken in selecting tho animals that suit 
the farm best, but the farm itself must 
also conform to the animals. One should 
not attempt to improve unless prepared 
for it, as failure will be the result, but 
the preparation is easily made. Better 
slock mesus better farming, larger crops 
ami grosu 
rMbiiuod. With each year the 


crops become better because the system 
forces them to ue so. But those farmers 
who do not po'seaa facilities for certain 
breeds of animals nctcl not be discouraged, 
as all can have a ijrivilegu with some 
kinds that do come up to the requirements 
needed. 


Improvement should be the watchword. 


He '»lio lags behind will be Ifcit fur in the 
rear, and be compelled to catnp on the 
s.iiiie ground that ottiers long before oc- 
cupied, b':t who have left it for some 
tiling better. 
Ke&p pace with the time, 


and keep the flock to the best by breeding 
with thoroughbreds and always culling 
iioin the bottom.—L'hitucltlpliut
